During the period covered by this report the af- 
fairs of the Veterans’ Service Center were conducted 
without the facilities of an established office. Such 
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business as was brought to my attention was handled 
either through personal interviews, telephone conver- 
sations or personal calls at the homes of Veterans. I 
handled approximately thirty inquiries over the tele- 
phone, twenty-seven personal interviews and three 
calls at the homes of various Veterans. 


The principal source of Veterans’ troubles seems 
to center around National Life Insurance. In most 
cases we have been able to straighten out the situa- 
tion. During the first part of the year we assisted a 
great many Veterans with terminal leave applica- 
tions. ; 


_ It is my opinion, based on the amount of business 
coming to my attention, that the Veterans of Franklin 
have in a very large measure successfully completed 
the process of rehabilitation to civilian life. The 
credit for this rests largely with the individual Vet- 
eran, who, through his own energy and resourceful- 
ness has put his affairs in satisfactory order. It is my 
further opinion, that for several years’ to come the 
work of this office will become lighter than in the past 
two years.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
For the Year Ending Dec. 31, 1947 ; 


The incidence of disease in Franklin the past year 
in reportable diseases (88) is much less than the five 
year average of 152.6; Scarlet Fever and Dog Bites 
lead the list. 


Tuberculosis Clinics have.become increasingly useful 
and have shown a steady growth in attendance during 
the past five years. The Clinic is conducted through 
the cooperation of the Norfolk County Hospital and 
is assisted by the town nurse and volunteers. The ad- 
- visability of having a town survey and mass x-raying is 
being considered. | 


The Diphtheria Immunization Clinics were carried 
out as usual with 97 children receiving one or more 
inoculations and for the first time several were given 
booster doses and this practice should be encouraged 
as children receiving the inoculations at an _ early 
date may loose their immunity. The community which 
became lax in their immunization programs have been 
paying for it during the past two years, with increased 
number of cases. 


Franklin has been placed on the list for a survey of 
Diabetic cases if the government appropriates more 
money for this purpose. 


The rat control effort at the town dump, under 
the direction of Carl B. Henry of the U. S. Dept. of In- 
terior was successful. Good cooperation by merchants, 
landlords and tennants is acknowledged. The effort 
should be carried on throughout the year as rats breed 
rapidly, destroy and contaminate food and carry fleas 
which may transmit disease to man. | 
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Milk production and sanitary distribution has re- 
ceived much attention and a tremendous improvement 
in its cleanliness is evident from the monthly reports 
from the technician. His report covers the following; 
butter fat content, total solids, microscopic appearance, 
standard plate count and phosphotase tests. 


_At present about 91% of the milk sold in town by the 
seven distributors is pasteurized and it is felt that it is — 
about time to pass a Pasteurization Regulation, requir- 
ing all milk sold in Franklin to be pasteurized. There 
are 100 communities in the state with such a regula- 
tion. Pasteurization prevents Undulant Fever which is 
a serious disease and there has been 73 cases in the 
state this year. 


Every town has its garbage collection complaints 
and until such time as a large appropriation is made 
they will continue but on the whole the work has been 
done satisfactorily. Adequate covered cans should be 
provided to care for holidays and the canning period; 
loose garbage is an invitation to flies, rats and unde- 
sirable bacteria. ‘> 


More attention this coming year should be given to 
eating and drinking places. Court action was neces- 
sary in one case this year.

PLAYGROUND COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The following is the_-report of the Franklin Play- 
ground Committee for the year 1947. 


During the past year considerable progress has been 
made by the Playground Committee from the view- 
point of general improvements to Fletcher Field and 
the organization of a summer program for the young 
people of the community. Any program of this nature 
is, of course, faced with difficulties, but we feel that 
valuable progress has been made and every effort 
should be made to continue toward broadening the 
scope for future years. 


From the physical side alone the following items 
might be mentioned relative to the year concluded. The 
committee purchased a new power mower which now 
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gives us the necessary equipment to keep Fletcher Field 
well trimmed. Work was started on the installation 
of lights for night tennis and this work will be com- | 
pleted early in the spring and will be a boon to many | 
older people who can play only in the evening. 


The baseball diamond was kept in excellent condi- 
tion both for high school and semi-professional games. 
The football field was prepared and kept in condition 
for all school games. The tennis courts which were in 
excellent condition received heavy play throughout 
the summer. Playground equipment for the youngsters 
was renovated and added to and the wading pool was 
in operation throughout the summer months. 


An excellent program of supervised activity in base- 
ball, horse shoe pitching and tennis was carried out 
under the supervision of Nat Tavalone. The base- 
ball leagues were participated in by over 100 boys while 
many boys and girls were afforded the pEpOr ane of 
fine instruction in tennis. 


Of the problems that lie ahead we feel the most im- 
portant are the purchase of portable steel bleachers 
that may be used for football and baseball games; the 
continuation of the fencing project at Fletcher Field;. 
and the expansion of the summer activity with the pos- 
sible opening of another playground in the north end 
of the community. 


Such an undertaking, will of course, involve ex- 
pense, but it seems a small price to pay for the incal- 
cuable good results that are certain to be realized. 


The committee wishes to express their sincere thanks 
to the grounds keepers, Mr. Revell and Mr. Brogan, 
who took a great personal interest in their work, and 
to Mr. Tavalone for his capable work in handling the 
summer program. 


It is the sincere hope of the committee that the town | 
will provide both the financial and moral support dur-

It has again been difficult to obtain materials, espec- 
ially Cast Iron Pipe, Asbestos Pipe and Service Pipe. 
However Pipe conditions are not going to be any better 
this year, we already have quotations on pipe for the 
coming year. Delivery will not be made until early 
1949. Prices have increased 20% this past year and ex- 
pect to increase another 20% this year. This includes all 
materials used by this Department. | 


Main Pipe Cleaning 


As we were unable to contact the National Pipe 
Cleaning Company, at a time when we would be a- 


' vailable to do this work, none could be done during 


the rest of the year. 


Renewals and Hydrants Replaced on Union Street 


Due to the shortage of Cast Iron Pipe, we were un- 
able to replace these four Hydrants this past year. How- 
ever we did manage to replace 35 services from the 
Main to the Street Line, from West Centarl Street to 
the Railroad Crossing. 


New Services 


This has been a record year for New Services with 
new buildings and Main Pipe Extensions. 


Main Pipe Construction 


To furnish pipe for Extension voted for at the March 
Meeting in 1946. As per contract, this pipe was sup- 
posed to have been in Franklin, June 1946, but did not 
oe until December 31, 1946, hence it was laid in 
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All Pipe voted for in 1947 has been laid except the 
last section on Lincoln Street to Rafuse Farm. Due to 
unforeseen difficulties of ledge and increased costs, we 
ran short of $2,800.00 to finish this job. We have the 
pipe, hydrants and fittings, and gates to complete this 
job, minus the labor costs.

During the year we have had quite a number of 
leaking meters which were repaired without taking 
them out. 


Pumping Station 


Last July the New Electric Pump arrived and it was. _ 
installed by the Department. This Pump now gives. 
the Town added protection as it is connected in such 
a way that we can have a Pump on the Line at all times, 
as before when repairs were being made on a Pump, 
there was no pumping being done. 


During the year the old steam equipment was dis-. 
mantled and sold for junk.

For the Year Ending December 31, 1947 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We hereby submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1947 on Welfare, Old Age Assis- 
tance and Aid to Dependent Children. 


We have aided, during the year 1947 a total of 267 ~ 
cases of 343 persons. Of this number, 54 cases of 109 
persons were Welfare. This figure includes 4 cases of 
7 persons from Other Towns, also 17 cases of 38 per- 
sons who are unsettled. The Town is fully reimbursed 
for all expenditures on both these classifications of 
Welfare. Now active are 31 cases of 44 persons of 
whom 8 cases of 14 persons are unsettled or State 
cases, 1 case of 1 person is Other Town’s and 7 cases of 
8 persons are Franklin’s, living in Other Towns. 


Old Age Assistance has aided 194 cases of whom 
172 cases are now open. This figure includes 31 State 
cases and 3 from Other Towns, also 7 Franklin cases 
living in other Towns and Cities. 


On Aid to Dependent Children, 19 cases of 40 chil- 
dren have been aided: There are now active 17 cases ° 
of 30 children. There is no settlement involved in Aid 
to Dependent Children. 


A total of 11 persons has been cared for at the In- 
firmary during the year. At present there are 4 persons 
of whom 2 are paying guests. A total of 1064 quarts of 
milk has been distributed to needy persons.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year the Forest Fire Department 
reported to 112 calls which included mutual aid given 
to Norfolk, Wrentham, and Medfield. 


~The Spring of 1947 was a busy season. The Fall of 
1947 was an exceptionally dry season, but we were 
fortunate with no serious forest fires. Patrols were es- 
tablished as ordered by the State of Massachusetts, 
which helped to keep our fires at a very low loss. 


The forest fire trucks are in good repair and condi- 


tion. We hope to replace the tank on the forest fire 


truck for a larger one. Also, we will need to purchase 
more pump cans to combat forest fires and brush fires. 


For the year 1948 I recommend $2700.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Pnorabte Board of Selectmen: 


The Fire Department responded to 22 regular box 
calls and 31 chimney fires during the year 1947. This 
was the smallest number of fires responded to in many 
years. 
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During the past year we made extensive repairs to 
our fire alarm system, painted the 1931 Maxim truck, 
adjusted the wages of the permanent firemen so that 
all wages were paid up to December 31, 1947 and wages 
hereafter are to be paid in the year that they are earned. 
The fire apparatus is in good condition considering the 
age. We hope that in the very near future considera- 


tion will be given to the purchase of a new ladder truck 


to replace the 1924 truck now in service. 


We plan to extend the fire alarm system to Lewis 
Street and Lincoln Street with the installation of two 
new boxes as both sections have become densely popu- 


lated. Also, we will have to install new storage bat- 


teries for the fire alarm system as the present ones are 
ten years old and cannot be depended upon. New tires 
have to be installed on one of the fire trucks and a new 
windshield. Repair work must be made on the Fire 
Station roof which leaks. A new foam charger for the 


fighting of gas and oil fires should be added this year. 


For the year 1948 we recommend $16,925.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING

The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under 
date of January 18, 1947 and was signed by Jeremiah 
J. Dacey, Raymond E. Feeley and Harold G. Tupper. 


The proper service of the Warrant was attested by 
Carl F. Engler, Constable of Franklin. All require- 
ments of the Statutes and Town By-Laws relating to 
Elections were complied with. 


Pursuant to the warrant, the inhabitants of the 
Town of Franklin qualified to vote in Town affairs, as- 
_sembled in their Town Hall on Tuesday, February 11, 
1947, at Six o’clock in the forenoon. 


The meeting was called to order by Lee C. Abbott, 
Moderator, and the Warrant and the Return thereon 
was read by the Town Clerk, and Articles 1, 2 and 4, 
were acted upon. 


The following election officers, having previously 
been appointed by the Selectmen, were sworn to the 
faithful performance of their respective duties to the 
_ office which each of them had been appointed: Ballot 
Clerks: Ella Shangraw, Leroy Cook, Margaret Mc- 
Guire and Leontine Mucciarone; Checkers: Kathryn 
Leary, Elizabeth Murphy, Rose Hutchinson and Esmah 
Bassett; Tellers: Anna Donahue, Marguerite Yankee, 
T. William Rice, Carrie Ellis, Florence Enegren, Mar- 
garet Foley, Nellie Parker, John P. Pasquantonio, 
Mary Martin and Eva Tracey. 
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The Ballots were delivered to the ballot clerks 
and receipt obtained therefor. 


The cards of instruction to voters were posted in each 
of the marking shelves or compartments and a guard 
rail was set six feet or more from said marking shelves 
and cards of instruction and Specimen Ballots were 
posted both inside and outside the hall, as provided by 
law. 


Article 1. VOTED that the meeting proceed. to 
vote and elect officers under Article 1 of the Warrant. 


The ballot box provided by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth used at the election was publicly 
opened, shown to be empty, examined by the Modera- 
tor and Town Clerk and found to be empty, the regis- 
ter thereon was set at 000, locked aes the polls were 
declared open. 


When the ballots were delivered to the voters by 
the ballot clerks, the check list was used, the names 
of each voter receiving a ballot was announced and 
checked thereon by the ballot clerks; the voter so re- 
ceiving his or her ballot marked the same at the mark- 
ing shelf or compartment, and then before depositing 
his ballot in the ballot box gave his name to a checker 
using a check list who after checking the name from the 
check list announced the name of such voter and there- 
after the voter deposited his ballot in the box, as di- 
rected by the Moderator, the name of each voter being 
announced in a loud and distinct tone of voice. 


The Polls were closed at seven o’clock P. M. at which 
time the register on the ballot box showed that 1894 
ballots had been cast therein, the names checked on 
each voting list were then counted by the election 
officials openly and in a distinct and audible manner, 
the number checked being 1894. Total men voted— 
1150; total women voted—744. 


Immediately following the closing of the polls, all 
the unused ballots were enclosed within a case and 
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the same sealed and certified to by the election officers. 
All the check lists used were then sealed, as provided by 
law and certified to by the election officers. All the bal- 
lots cast by the voters, as aforesaid, were sorted, 
counted, and declaration thereof made by the Town 
Clerk in open meeting as follows:

Your Committee appointed by vote of Special Town 
Meeting held December 18, 1945, Article #3—‘That 
the Town authorize the Moderator to appoint a Com- 
mittee of five to investigate the feasibility of Franklin 
adopting the Town Engineer Plan or any other plan 
now in operation in Massachusetts, under Massachu- 
setts statutes, said Committee to report back at next 
Annual Town Meeting,’ wishes to submit the fol- 
lowing report. 


Part one of Article 3. “Town Manager Plan or Town 
Engineer Plan.” This system is in operation in five 
towns in Massachusetts, and functions with relation 
to administration of appropriation under the super- 
vision of an ‘‘Appointed Officer” subject to the elective 
Board of Selectmen. The procedure is by petition to 
the Legislature to grant power to the elected Board 
of Selectmen to have control over the many depart- 
ments of the town as may be requested in said act. In 
no case has this authority been requested or granted 
over schools. 
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This committee has spent considerable time study- 


ing this system, comparing it to our present form of © 


government and believe it has some merit, but we do 
not feel that any information which we have received 
would warrant a change from the system which is 
now in operation. We do think that the Town’s fi- 
nances should be a common problem of our citizens 
and their chosen officers, and that they should work 
as a single unit in harmony for the best interests of 
the town. We feel that this is an Hy see il ime 
to make any change. | 


Part two of Article 3. ‘Representative Town Meet- 
ings.” This type of government has been adopted by 
twenty-eight towns in Massachusetts. This plan is a 
delegation of deliberative and legislative powers in 
a body, selected by the voters to represent them. The 
right to vote at Town Meetings is limited to those sel- 
ected by the voters as their representatives. 


The representative town meeting exercises all the 
powers of the full town meeting which it replaces. 
The town is divided into areas referred to as precincts 
and the voters in each precinct elect a specified num- 
ber to represent them. There is no provision for a 
town to establish a representative town meeting with- 
out specific authorization by the Legislature. 


While this is a brief explanation, this committee feels 
that this form of government would justify serious con- 
_ sideration. We base our reasons on these facts: 


1. Population of Franklin 7,531—voters 3,926. 
There is no single place of assembly adequate should 
all voters desire to be present. 


2. Past apathy of voters to attend special and regu- 
lar town meetings. 


3. Elected town meeting members would be re- 
sponsible to their electors, and more faithful we be- 
lieve, in attending the meetings. 
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Towns comparable in size to Franklin have adopted 


ie this type of government and operate with success. 


Citizens that we have talked with also seem to favor 
this system. The committee also feels that under this 
plan, the town meeting members elected would meet. 
with and be guided by their electors rather than by 
selfish motives.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


The School Committee hereby respectfully submits 
its annual report as well as the reports of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Principals of our High and Junior 
High Schools, and the Super eots of our special de- 
partments. 


Your Committee believes that the educative system 
of Franklin has been maintained with a high degree of 
efficiency, and that is due not only to the ability and 
efforts of those in charge of the work, but also to the 
spirit of cooperation manifested by the teachers, par- 
ents, and pupils. 


During the school year many tours of inspection 
are made by the Committee and Superintendent, and 
such repairs aS necessary are noted and attended to 
at opportune times. 


One of the major problems is providing the educa- 
tional facilities in the shape of buildings and related 
equipment, which are safe, sanitary, and fully ade- 
quate for the educational work to be done: in them; 
for school buildings are important business units of 
instructional equipment. 


= 


Many fine improvements have been completed dur- 
ing the past year, the gymnasium has been completely 
refinished, the boys’ shower room has new tile in- 
stalled, and the several school repaired and painted. 
It was necessary to install new motors and fans for 
ventilating the High School, the old ones being com- 
pletely worn out after twenty-three years of service. 


The well being, health and safety of the pupil must 
be the primary directive for the maintenance, repair, 
and renovation of school housing facilities. Utilizing 
all available schoolhousing to the very limit and pro- 
viding safe and sanitary facilities, fully adequate for 
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the educational work to be carried on, is a major 
problem. To try and meet this most difficult situation 
of continued school operations, our budget has risen 


from year to year and at present is the highest in our 


town’s history. 


We have a total payroll of $158,000.00 and books; 
supplies, fuel, and transportation keep rising in price . 
each year, in some cases more than double the pre- 
war cost. The Town of Franklin has school buildings 
with a total value of nearly one million dollars and 
unless they are kept in repair from year to year, they 
soon become unsightly and unfit for use: Annual re- 
pairs for keeping these buildings in first class condi- 
tion are costing more and more each year. Looking 
at the problem simply from the point of view of in- 
vested capital, it is only using good business judgment 
to see that they are at all times kept in good repair. 


During the past year there has been many requests 
for a kindergarten in our school 'system. We all real- 
ize that that would be a definite contribution to the 
development of boys and girls, that it would be a 
great help in preparing the child for a successful school 
career, and deserves a place in public education, but, 
the fact is there is no available space for a school of 
this kind, and at present there are not enough rooms 
available to properly house the first grades. 


At present there is a committee from the Parent 
Teachers Association presenting the names of adult 
citizens interested in furthering their education in 
evening courses at the High School. 


In spite of the general popularization of education in 


our country, and in spite of the democratic educational 


philosophy that every American youth, if mentally 
able to profit by it, should receive at least a high school 
education, in a recent survey it has been proven that 
60% of the voters in the United States have not had 
more than eight grade schooling, and it is above that 
grade that such courses as civics, economics, sociology, 
problems of democracy, and history are taught. 


e 
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We are strongly in favor of these evening classes, 
but feel that those attending should take responsibil- 
ity for the additional payment for teachers’ salaries. 


We wish to commend the Superintendent of Schools, 
the Principals, the Teachers, Janitors, and all others 
engaged in the public schools, for the fine spirit of co- 


operation shown in their untiring efforts throughout 


the year. . 


The following reports will show more in detail the 
fine work which has been done.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Franklin: 


My thirtieth annual report as Superintendent of 


your schools is submitted for your consideration. This. 
is the fifty-seventh in the series of reports from this 


office. Included are the reports of the Principals of 


the Senior and Junior High Schools, the School Physi- 
cians and Nurse, the High School Athletic Director, 


the Supervisor of Attendance, and the usual statis- 


tical data. 


The Main Purpose of Public Schools 


The public school system of the United States was. 


founded on the belief that universal education is the 


hope and security of democracy. Washington, Jeffer-- 


son, Franklin, and many other far seeing statesmen 


established our system of education for the purpose of | 
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preserving and improving the political institutions of 
our democratic form of. government. They realized 
that the success of our democracy depended upon an 
intelligent citizenship acquainted with the needs and 
purposes of our institutions and ready to put the wel- 
fare of these institutions before its own personal gain. 
The schools of Franklin have been established and ad- 
ministered with the purpose of meeting as fully as pos- — 
sible the needs of all the pupils, regardless of home 
conditions, racial backgrounds, and greatly diversified 
interests and abilities. 


The modern program recognizes the varying abili- 
ties, interests and aspirations of the pupils. Instead 
of trying to cast them all in the same mold, a varied 
program fitted to the individual needs of large groups 
of children is offered in order that each child may 
profit thereby and keep bright the talents which he 
or she may possess. 


The college or classical course is still offered for 
those who are fortunate enough to go to college, but 
commercial, household arts, and shop work are avail- 
able for a large number who must meet the problems 
of life with little if any schooling beyond that offered 
by our public schools. 


Music, art and recreational activities are vocations 
for the few, but avocations for the many. Because of 
modern inventions, agriculture and industry are re- 
quiring a smaller part of the workers’ time. It is nec- 
essary, therefore, that education for the profitable use 
of leisure time be given more and more prominence 
in our schools. Unless young people know how to use 
leisure to advantage they are apt to use it to the de- 
struction of their future happiness and to the disad- 
vantage of society. 


Membership and Attendance 


The number of pupils in average membership the 
past fall was only three less than for the school year 
ending in June, 1947. This difference was in the High 
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School as the membership in the elementary grades 


remained the same or 956 pupils. The membership 
for the school year ending in June, 1947 was 29 pupils 
more than for 1946. Thus our school membership has 
been practically stationary the past year. 


The average attendance the past fall was 94.7 per 


cee cent in the High School and 94.1 per cent in the grades 


as compared with 94. 8 and 92.3 per cent for the fall of 


"1946. ‘This per cent of attendance in the 


High School is the highest it has been for more than 
_, ten years, and in the grades it has only been slightly 

‘better in 1937 and 1938 when it was 94.2 and 94.8 
respectively. This high percentage of attendance 
speaks well for the health of the pupils and their in- 
terest in school work. 


School Music 


‘The vocal music in the schools for many years has 
been under the direction of the Music Supervisor, Mrs. 


Riley, who devotes three and one-half days a week to © 


the work. The Supervisor also directs the orchestra 
in the Junior High School and the Glee Club in the 
High School. The instrumental music in the High 
School is under the direction of Mr. Howard, one of 
the teachers. 


The falas which is taken from Mrs. Riley’s re- 
port gives more information in regard to her work. 


“It is the desire of every Supervisor of Music to 
instil a love and appreciation of good music into the 
hearts and minds of all children. 


“To accomplish this purpose, we start in the first 


grade to teach many songs; at least forty in the first © 


half of the year, and then in the last half, the first step 
in music reading is presented. 


“The second grade children are able to read music 
from the books at the end of the first half of the year, 
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where a good deal of individual work is done in ear 
training and sight reading. 


‘“‘All new principles are presented by the Supervis- 
or for the teacher, first orally, then from the board, 
and when the new principle has been mastered, it is 
then applied to the books. 


“In the third grade, harder intervals are taught by 
oral dictation. | 


“‘Two-part work is presented in the fourth grade, 
three part in the fifth, sixth and seventh. Four part 
work in the eighth grade. 


“The orchestra at Junior High School is indeed very 
small and progressing slowly but nicely. It consists 
of piano, two accordions, trumpet, saxaphone, and 
drums. 


“The Glee Club at the High School consists of 
twenty-two girls and I feel that until some other ar- 
rangement for rehearsals can be made, I cannot ac- 
complish or develop a creditable group, as there are 
so many interruptions during the school year. 


“We are striving to give the children enough tech- 
nical instruction to enable them to read songs from the 
printed page and gain the power to participate. 


_ “The result will be song singing and true music ap- 
preciation through participation.” 


School Art 


- Drawing and art work in our schools is under the 
direction of the Supervisor of Art, Mrs. Wight, who 

_.. devotes three days a week to this work. The first six 
grades are met by the Supervisor once in two weeks. 
On each visit the Supervisor gives a demonstration 
lesson and outlines the work to be done before her 
next visit to the home room teacher. A full day each 
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week the Supervisor devotes to the girls of the Junior 
High School where she conducts the classroom work 
in art for all the girls. The boys have Mechanical 
Drawing one day a week under the direction of the 
teacher of Industrial Arts, Mr. Erwin. In the High. 
School the art work is elective for the girls and boys 
and the classes are conducted by the Supervisor in 
Freehand drawing and by the teacher of Industrial 
Arts, Mr. Masi, in Mechanical Drawing. 


The following excerpts from their reports give fur- 
ther information in regard to this work. 


“It may prove of interest to those who read this 
annual report of the art department to know in some 
detail how the lessons are planned. 


“Grade I: 


September: tracing, coloring, cutting, using type 
shapes and fruit patterns. 


October: combining of type shapes, freehand to 
draw objects used in picture making as _ house, 
barn, trees, boat, engine, cart, etc. 


November: border designs using horizontal, verti- 
cal, slanting, and curved lines; special tracing and 
cutting for Thanksgiving. 


December: given over entirely to holiday work. 
_ January: toy and figure drawing. 


February: paper cutting in connection with the 
famous birthdays and Valentine Day. 


March, April, May, June: picture making, Easter 
poster designs and flower pictures. 


“Grade VI: follows a course of study closely cor- 
related to ancient history, beginning with the cave 
man, then the Egyptian who used color very intelli- 
gently. From the Greeks they learn beauty of line 
and proportion. The art of the middle ages acquaints 
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them with the stained glass windows and tapestry of 
the period, and running through the whole course is 
the opportunity for comparison of manners, customs, 
and costumes. 


“Grade VII: where only girls take free hand draw- 
ing, the time is devoted mainly to the adaptation of 
color theory to interior decoration. In this grade 
water color is used for the first time and lettering is 
done with ink and ball point pens. 


“Grade VIII: where again only girls take free 
hand drawing we specialize in color as applied to 
clothes. 


“In High School emphasis is given to poster making, 
figure and landscape drawing.”’ 


“During the year fundamentals in Mechanical Draw- 
ing have been stressed in grade seven with lettering, 
spacing, exact measurement, designing of simple proj- 
ects, and careful use of rule. Some coloring has been 
used in decorating for seasonal drawings. 


“In grade ei ght advanced work known as plate 
work is required. Here a student reviews and pro- 
gresses on new material in all types of designs. Scale 
work is taught. Exact measurement watched care- 
fully for correct results. 


“Home plans are drawn to exact size with a critical. 
view in regard to spacing and arrangement of rooms. 


“Blue print plans are studied to the extent that a 
working knowledge of such understanding can be 
applied to study and further use. 


“Drawings have been displayed for Parents’ Day 
and students with exceptional ability have put their 
efforts to use on blackboard drawings for display. 
Such talent should be recognized and credit given.”’ 
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“The Mechanical Drawing classes are coordinated 
with Shop classes by making drawings and blueprints 
of all shop projects. Thus each student is expected to 
plan, design and finish his projects with all related 
work. Special vocational interests are promoted and 
developed in our Mechanical Drawing classes by giv- 
ing the student work and drawings in his chosen fu- 
ture vocation or field of work.” 


Additions and Changes in Teaching Personnel 


_ Four. teachers left our employ the past year. Two 
left because of marriage and two for other positions. 
. Three of the resignations were in the High School and 
one at the Nason Street, Grade IV. 


Miss Angelina C. Alberto, teacher of Homemaking 
and Director of the Lunch Room who became Mrs. 
Joseph Penler, Jr. in the spring, resigned in June. 
Her position was filled during the summer. by the 
election of Miss Rosanne DiAntonio, a graduate of 
Framingham Teachers College. 


Miss Elizabeth T. Baxter, teacher of Latin and Eng- 
lish, resigned before school closed in June. Her po- 
sition was filled by the election of Miss Janet E. Apper- 
son who received her A. B. degree from Mt. Holyoke 
College and her A. M. degree from Boston University 
and who had three years teaching experience. 


Early in the summer Mrs. Mary P. Glatki, teacher 
‘of the fourth grade at the Nason School, resigned in 
order to return to California with her husband, who 
had enrolled in a University there. Her position was 
filled by the election of Mrs. Grace M. Ostrander, a 
graduate of Radcliffe College with four years’ teach- 
ing experience. | 


Soon after school opened in September, Mr. John F. 
Rodgers who had been a teacher of Industrial Arts in 
Franklin since 1930, first at the Junior High School 
and later at the High School, had an offer of a like 
position in Hyannis, Massachusetts which we thought 
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he could not afford to refuse. His resignation was, 
therefore, accepted and we were fortunate in being 
able to fill the position by the election of a former 
Franklin teacher, Mr. Charles Masi who was then 
teaching in Barrington, Rhode Island. 


Mr. George H. Colbert who had been Boys’ Physical 
‘Director and Coach of Football and Baseball the past 
year, returned to a teaching position in the social sub- 
jects and history in the High School and Mr. Anthony 
V. Pisini who had been Assistant Boys’ Physical Di- 
rector and Coach, took over as Boys’ Physical Direc- 
tor and Coach, a position he had previously filled. 


Because of the large number of pupils in some of 
the grades, another second and a third grade room 
was opened at the Horace Mann Building and two 
fifth grade rooms housed in the Theron Metcalf 
Building. 


. Mrs. Mildred Paksarian who had formerly been a 
teacher in the sixth grade, was elected to fill one of 
these positions and Miss Virginia P. Vrattos, a gradu-. 
ate of Lesley College, B. S. the other fifth grade. 


Mrs. Margaret B. Welch was transferred from the 
Nason second grade to the Horace Mann second grade, 
and Miss Helen E. Myers, a graduate of Aroostock, 
Maine State Normal School with four years’ teaching 
experience, was elected to fill the second grade posi- 
tion at the Nason School. 


Miss Evelyn Calabrese was transferred from the 
Horace Mann fourth grade to the third grade and Miss 
Marion Enos from the fifth grade to the fourth grade. - 


Transportation 


The contracts for transporting the school children 
are made for a period of three years. This year in 
June, the old contract expired and new bids were so- 
licited. The only bids submitted were by the Johnson. 
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Bus Company and Supple Motors, Inc. who have been 
carrying the children for many years. Their bids were 
much higher than those for the past three years. After 
several meetings with the representatives of both 
these companies, a compromise was made so that the 
cost of transportation for the next three years would 
be $2,835.00 per year more than in the old contracts, 
an increase per year from $6,930.00 to $9,765.00. 


Because the Advisory Board had reduced the esti- 
mate of $9,630.00 submitted by the School Committee 
to the actual expenditure of $7,479.00 made in 1946, 
it was necessary to ask for an increase of $900.00 from 
the Advisory Board before entering upon new con- 
tracts in order to be able to meet the transportation 
expense for the balance of 1947. The $900.00 was 
granted by the Advisory Board and the new contracts 
were made for another three year period. 


The Massachusetts Legislature passed in 1947 Chap- 
ter 679, whereby towns and cities are reimbursed by 
the state for the transportation of school pupils re- 
siding one and one-half miles or more from their re- 
spective schools by the amount that this cost exceeds 
$5.00 per pupil in net average membership. . Franklin 
received from the state in 1947 because of this law, 
$1,135.00. 


Improvements in School Buildings 


In addition to the usual repairs, interior cleaning, 
and painting that the maintenance of our school build- 
ings requires, the following improvements were made: 


1. Extensive repairs were made to the rear wall 
and its foundation at the Brick School Building. | 


2. A new ventilating fan and motor for the science 
laboratory was installed on the roof of the High 
School Building and the necessary wiring con- 
nections made. 


3. The floor of the gymnasium was com pleas re- 
finished and the walls repainted. . 
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4. A new tile shower room was installed in the 
boys’ locker room, new plumbing installed, and 
the locker room repainted. 


5. A new ceiling was installed in a classroom at the © 
Junior High School. 


6. Extensive repairs and changes were made to the 
electrical wiring at the Junior High School. 


School Accommodations 


The action of the voters in refusing to accept the 
recommendations of a Special Committee Studying 
School Accommodations in Franklin since their ap- 
pointment in March, 1945, will soon seriously affect 
the school children of Franklin. 


We were able to get along this fall by transferring 
two fifth grade classes to two rooms at the Junior 
High School building. Another year one more room 
‘will be needed for the sixth grade which has been 
crowded for several years. The next year the sev- 
-enth grade at the Junior High School will need the 
rooms that are used by the fifth grade this year. 


Finances 


One of the main problems of the: year concerned 
‘finances.. As the year progressed a rapid rise in the 
cost of materials used in the school occurred for which 
our appropriation had made no’ adequate preparation. 
Not only was there increase in salaries over previous 
years, but also an increase in the common materials 
used in the classrooms. It may be of interest to com- 
pare the items of our 1947 per pupil costs with those 
of 1941 and 1946.

With the exception of Miscellaneous Operating and 
Miscellaneous Sundries every item showed an increase 
in 1947 over 1941 and 1946. The highest percent of 
increase was in Repairs, 296 percent, then Fuel with 
157 percent, Texbooks with 120 percent, Janitors’ 
Salaries with 108 percent, and so on down to Outlay 
with 7 percent. é 

The task of ate expenditures for 1948 with 
any degree of accuracy will be as impossible a task 
‘as it proved to be in 1947. One can only guess at 
future costs and trust to luck. We hope that fuel oil 
which was raised fifty cents a barrel last December 
and over $1.15 a barrell in 1947, will not be raised 
again, and that the price of soft coal has reached its 
peak. 


Teachers’ Salaries 


The action of the voters at the annual town meeting 
in accepting the provisions of Section 40, Chapter 71 
of the General Laws as amended relative to equal pay 
for men and women teachers made it necessary to in-_ 
crease the teachers’ salary item in the school budget: 
by $11,155.00. By the acceptance of this law a pre- 
parational type of salary schedule, is mandatory, 
whereby men and women teachers doing the same 
type of work with the same preparation and ee 
receive the same pay. ; oe 


The salary schedule as printed in. the town Bere 
for 1946 and wines was the result of many confer- 
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ences between the School Committee and the teachers 
increased the basic salary of all teachers $350.00 for 
the year 1947. The salary schedule for the men was 
$300.00 more than for the women by this salary sched- 
ule. The acceptance of Section 40, Chapter 71 by the 
voters made it necessary to equalize the basic salary 
of men and women teachers without reducing the sal- 
ary of the men teachers. This resulted in an addi- 
tional increase of $300.00 for. the women teachers. 


The past fall the School Committee has again con- 
sidered the salary question with the salary commit- 
tee of the Teachers’ Club with the result that all full 
time teachers and employees of the School Depart- 
ment are to be given an increase of $100.00 in 1948 
provided the money is made available by the voters 
at the annual town meeting. This increase will not 
go into effect until after the annual town meeting, 
when, if voted it will be retroactive to January 1, 1948. 


Greater State Aid 


The year 1948 will see a tremendous state-wide 
campaign for increased state aid to schools. The 
cities and towns of the State cannot afford to finance 
greatly increased educational expenditures out of the 
local property tax. The Governor and the Commit- 
tee on Education of the Legislature in 1947 were in 

_ favor of increased state aid to schools. “Probably no 
state can show a greater diversity among the -cities 
and towns with respect to their financial ability to. 
maintain schools’”—By 1945 the state’s share in the 
support of public school amounted to under nine per- 
cent of the total cost. Twenty-eight of the 48 states 
furnished from 30% to 92% of the total school revenues 
while for the country as a whole approximately 30% 
of the school revenue came from the state govern- 
ment.” : 

Senate bill 164 of 1948 proposes that the state con- 
tribute approximately 28,500,000. of state money to 
be earmarked for the support of public schools and 
distributed to the cities and towns under the follow- 
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ing formula: Each city and town will receive from 
the state the amount by which $125.00 per school pu- 
pil in net average membership exceeds $6.00 per 
thousand dollars of the local valuation (equalized). 
Under this bill Franklin would receive from the State 
approximately $116,000.00 or more than half of its 
school budget. 


I hope that every citizen will consider it his civic 
duty to become acquainted with Senate Bill #164 of . 
1948. Only by broadening the base of our school fi-— 
nancing so that the wealthy communities can help 
the poorer communities will we be able to adequately 
finance our public schools. 


Conclusion 


The past year as a whole has been a busy and diffi- 
cult one because of the many uncertainties. Its diffi-- 
culties have been greatly relieved by the cooperation 

_and kindness of all those interested in the welfare of 
- our schools for which I am deeply appreciative.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 
I herewith submit to you my annual report’ as: 
Principal of the High School. 


_ The total enrollment of the school as of October Ist’ - 
was 393 pupils, 20 less than on the corresponding date: 
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in 1946. The following fable illustrates Lae distribu- 
tion of pupils:

The Class of 1947 received their diplomas on the 
oth of June. Again the early graduation was found 
to be entirely satisfactory in permitting graduates to 
get an early start in their life’s work or summer em- 
ployment and enabling the teachers and underclass- 
men to do better work during the last few weeks of 
the school year. There were 72 graduates in this 
class. Of these, 31 have gone on to higher education 
—14 to colleges, 8 to preparatory schools, 3 to bus- 
iness school, 2 to a school of nursing, and 1 to Trade 
school. Two entered the service of their country, and 
3 of the girls are now homemakers. The remaining 
39 are working, many having been placed in fine po- 
sitions through the school. 


Miss Alberto, the teacher of Home Economics and 
Director of the Lunch Program, was married during 
the school year, and resigned her position at the close 
of school in June. This position was filled by Miss 

Rosanne DiAntonio of Milford,-a beginning teacher. 
Miss DiAntonio has made a remarkably fine beginning 
and gives every promise of being an excellent teacher. 


The Latin position in the High School has given us 
considerable difficulty during the past year. Three 
. different teachers held the position during the last 
school year, but when school opened in the fall, the 
position was assumed by Miss Janet Apperson. We 
have confidence that the work is now in good hands 
and hope that Miss Apperson will be with us for many 
years: 
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Shortly after the opening of the fall term, Mr. 
Rodgers resigned his position to take over the same 


duties at the Barnstable High School. Mr. Rodgers | 
over a long period of years was one of our outstanding 


teachers. We will miss him as a friend and teacher, 
but we wish him the best of luck and success in his 
new position. Fortunately we were able to induce 
Mr. Charles Masi to return to Franklin. Because Mr. 
Masi is so well acquainted with the Franklin school 
system and is a teacher of proven ability, he was able 
to carry on the work in the Shop ‘and Mechanical 
‘Drawing classes capably and efficiently. 


Mr. Colbert was relieved of his position as Physical 
‘Training Instructor in September, and this work is 
now carried on by Mr. Pisini alone. Mr. Colbert was 
assigned the classes in Civics, Democracy, U. S. His- 
tory, and General Math, classes formerly taught by 
Mr. Beane. Mr. Beane is now teaching classes in Eng- 
lish and Speech. A need for these classes in Speech 
has been apparent for some time. With the return of 
* Mr. Colbert to classroom work, Mr. Beane was avail- 
able for the introduction of these classes. We have 
been far behind many schools in a good Speech Pro- 
gram, but we hope that this situation is now reme- 
died. 


The Letormendation was made last year that an- 
other man be added to the Industrial Arts Department 
Mr. Masi is doing the same work that Mr. Rodgers did 
for many years, 3 classes in Shop and 3 classes in 
‘Mechanical Drawing, dividing his time between the 
Mechanical Drawing Room and the Shop. We still 
believe that it is not efficient to have either of these 
rooms idle for any part of the school day, and know 
that both can be used to maximum capacity with ie 
addition of another man. 


The Band, Hache the direction of Mr. Howard, has © 


been making excellent progress. We believe that the 
time has come when some money must be raised for 
the purchase of more instruments and uniforms. The 
boys have ES publicly at various times during, the

year, and we believe that they would make a far more: 
impressive appearance if they were properly equipped. 


The past year has seen many changes in the physi- 
cal appearance of the lower floor of our building. The 
gymnasium has been painted in a pastel green, and the 
floor has been refinished. The boys’ locker room now 
has excellent tile showers, and a new coat of light 
green paint with lockers painted aluminum. The girls’ 
dressing room has been done in a soft rose color. We are 
proud of these changes and feel that the gymnasium 
and these two rooms look better than ever did. Great 
praise is due Mr. Dailey and his janitors for a job well 
done. pee 


We are continuing our improvements on the lower 
floor. The girls’ shower room has been a disgrace for 
many years, and we are planning our next work there. 
If we could have tile showers for the girls, as we have 
for the boys, we could make the room more attrac- 
tive and pleasant. Our girls are certainly deserving of 
better locker room facilities than they have had in the 
past. 


The recommendation .for fluorescent lighting 
throughout the building still stands. We believe that 
many more school people are coming to the opinion 
that more efficient school work can be done with more 
pleasant rooms and better lighting. 


The yard in the back of the school warrants very 
serious consideration on our part. We believe that the 
present layout, with the yard at three levels, is a waste 
of space, and makes any use of the land for either 
' girls’ or boys’ physical training or athletics imprac- 
tical, if not impossible. At a very low cost to the 
town, this yard could be graded to one level, and badly 
needed new walks built in the rear of the school. We 
feel that we owe it to the girls for their fall and spring 
physical training classes and intra-mural. athletics. 
The boys’ physical training program would be much 
more satisfactory, and the field could well be used for 
football practice in the fall. It’s a long journey to 
Fletcher Field for both boys and girls when it is pos- 
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sible to have their playground close to their dressing 
rooms and showers. Furthermore, a good cinder run- 
ning track could be constructed circling the field, mak- 
ing it possible to introduce a sport sadly neglected in 
this town. We make this recommendation most em- 
phatically and hope that sores can be done dur- 
ing the coming year. 


The school has maintained its classification as a Class 
A High School with the State Department of Educa- 
tion and continues to enjoy its certification privileges 
with the New England College Entrance Certificate 
Board and other colleges not affiliated with this board. 


In conclusion, I wish to take this opportunity to 
thank you, the School Committee, the teachers; and the 
pupils for the fine spirit of cooperation and support 
which has made possible any success that we may 
have enjoyed.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE JUNIOR 
HIGH SCHOOL TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Prin- — 


cipal of the Junior High School. 


This year we are using rooms on the second floor 
for housing two fifth grades. These fifth grades are 
taught by Miss Virginia Vrattos, a new teacher in 
our school system, and Mrs. Leo Paksarian, who form- 
erly taught at the Horace Mann School. 
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Our town appropriated money for a sound projector 
for the Junior High School. To this sum was added 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) from the Junior High 
School Association Fund. Most of this money has been 
left by graduating classes in the past few years. A 
Bell & Howell Projector has been purchased and from 
its use our pupils will certainly benefit. We are very 
much pleased and greatly epee the appropria- 
tion made by the town. 


Our club work has been carried on as usual this 
year. The clubs include Embroidery, Book, Pet Dog, 
Nature, Knitting, Art Appreciation, Handicraft, Sports, 
and Orchestra. 


At times during the year all our clubs do some work — 
on Junior Red Cross material. However, a great deal 
of this work is dpne as a project by the art classes. The 

finished products, such as nut cups, place cards, deco- 
~ rated paper napkins, and tray covers, are sent to the 
veterans at Cushing Hospital in Framingham for all 
holidays. 


_ Assemblies have been conducted as in the _ past. 
Each holiday is observed by having a home-room group 
of pupils under the direction of their teacher present 
a program in the Assembly Hall. 


We still continue to arrange the pupils in alphabe- 
tical groups in home-rooms. They pass to classes by 
divisions. This arrangement tends to make a ‘more 
homogeneous classification, and at the same time an 
opportunity is afforded for pupils to mingle in the 
home-room and become acquainted with pupils other 
‘than those of their own division. 


Religious Education Classes are still being held. The 
last period of every Tuesday, pupils go to their re- 
spective churches for religious instruction by their 
clergy. Originally, this last period on Tuesday was 
used by teachers for counselling with their home- 
room pupils. Now time for a club period is allowed for 
this counselling. 
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- National Education Week was observed by the pre- 


sentation of a program in our Assembly Hall. Many 


parents and friends attended. An exhibition. of the | 


pupils’ work was on display in the various rooms. 

Last June our School Department hired an expert 
from Boston University to test all eight grade pupils 
for an entire day. The results were very gratifying. 
Our pupils made a fine showing, as compared to other 
groups in New England. |

We are grateful for 
this aid as it made it possible for us to continue with 
our athletic program. The student body has reflected 
its appreciation by its attitude towards athletics and 
the increase of school spirit.

In assuming tnis position, I found four old accounts 
long overdue: The Arrow System $556.48, L. J. Cat- 
aldo Co. $336.10, The M and N Athletic Co. $307.56, 
Dr. Dana’s account $44.00, a total of $1,244.14. These 
are the same accounts that Mr. Beane referred to in his 
report last year. We were able to pay off $525.04 on 
these old accounts only because the School Committee 
was paying current expenses from the athletic appro- 
priation. If the town will approve the budget which

The climax of the season was the victory over 
North Attleboro, the first over that school in many | 
years. The basketball team is off to a good start, and 
we expect a very successful season. We definitely feel 
that athletics at the Bete High mete) are on an 
peed trend. 


We are now affiliated with the Midland League fe 
basketball, and hope to be in a conference of football 
teams from surrounding towns within another year. 
It is also possible that we may enter the Midland ce 
gue in baseball this coming spring. inter 


The accompanying budget calls for new Si eevall 
uniforms, the first time we have purchased baseball 
suits since 1938. The old suits can be turned over to 
the Freshmen Team or to the Junior High School Team 
as they are still fairly serviceable. In football, we are 
asking for new pants for the complete squad, enough 
jerseys so that all boys will be equipped with the 
same type jerseys, and enough replacements: so that 
we will never again have to call for a budget as large 
as the one granted this year. If we can keep our re- 
placements and clean up old bills, we should be able 
to carry on each year with our gate receipts and a 
small Dee ae from the town.

physicians has thus far proven more satisfactory as it 
insures more complete coverage in the event of acci- 
dents and other services requiring the services of the 
school physician.
